QUESTION: Does a person go to heaven or hell the 
moment he dies? If the soul goes to a place of rest and 
wait, where is that place?—H. L. Y. 


ANSWER: Your second question is really answered by 
your first. Redeemed souls go to a place of rest to await 
the resurrection, and the unsaved go to a place of tor- 
ment to await their resurrection. Luke 16 strongly implies 
that all souls immediately at death go to a place of rest 
or torment. Lazarus died and went immediately to 
Abraham’s bosom (verse 22), and the rich man went im- 
mediately to hell (verse 23). What was called “Abraham’s 
bosom” in Luke 16 is called “paradise” by Paul in 2 
Corinthians 12:4. The souls of the saved remain in 
paradise until the resurrection, at which time the soul 
is reunited with the body, and the entire person enters 
eternal heaven. 

Similarly with the sinner, he abides in hell until 
his resurrection (a thousand years after the resurrection 
of the righteous—Revelation 20:4, 5, 6, 13, 14). At this 
time his soul is reunited with the body and the entire 
person is cast into the lake of fire. Matthew 10:28 makes 
it clear that both soul and body will be in hell, while 
appearance of the resurrected Christ is proof that 
both soul and body will be in hell, while appearance of 
the resurrected Christ is proof that both soul and body 
of the righteous will be in heaven.

OW IS IT that ye have no faith? These words 
H were asked by Jesus Himself some centuries ago 

as He was riding in a boat with His disciples 
across the sea of Galilee. He had been preaching and 
working very hard all day among the multitudes. As 
evening drew nigh, He became tired and weary, and said 
to His disciples, “Let us pass over unto the other side.” 
When they had sent the multitudes away, they took Je- 
sus as He was, in the ship. While they were in their 
journey to the other side, there arose a great storm of 
wind, and the waves beat into the ship so that it was now 
full. Jesus was in the hinder part of the ship asleep on 
a pillow, and as fear gripped the hearts of the disciples 
they came and awoke Jesus, and said unto Him, “Master, 
carest thou not that we perish?” Jesus arose and re- 
buked the wind, and said unto the sea, “Peace, be still.” 
The wind ceased, and there was a great calm. And He 
said unto them, “WHY ARE YE SO FEARFUL? HOW IS 
IT THAT YE HAVE NO FAITH?” This made them fear 
even more exceedingly, and they said one to another, 
“What manner of man is this, that even the wind and 
sea obey him?” 

Today, as then, Jesus is spiritually riding in the boat 
with us across the great sea of time. The storms of life 
are on, the great waves of sin and doubt are filling the 
boat; and the hearts of the people are failing them for 
fear of the things that are coming on the earth. Minis- 
ters are toiling and laboring in God’s work to win souls 
for His cause, and thousands are dying without Him. The 
evening of time is drawing nigh, and we are very tired 
and weary, so the Lord is saying, “Let us go to the other 
side; there is much work to be done.” While on this sea 
of time, we weary for our lives because of the lost, and 
the waves of sin and doubt almost cause us to despair. 
Jesus is not asleep today as He was then. He is always 
looking upon us. Still we can hear Him say, “Why are ye 
so fearful? How is it that ye have no faith?” Today is the 
day to “perk up”; now is the time to banish doubts and 
fears. “Fret not thyself because of evil doers, neither be 
thou envious against the workers of iniquity. For they 
shall soon be cut down like the grass, and wither as the 
green herb. Trust in the Lord, and do good; so shalt 
thou dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be fed. De- 
light thyself also in the Lord, and he shall give thee the 
desires of thine heart. Commit thy way unto the Lord; 
trust also in him, and he shall bring it to pass. He shall 
bring forth thy righteousness as the light, and thy judg- 
ment as the noonday,” Psalm 37:1-6. 

Remember, God is a jealous God (Exodus 20:5); He is 
a merciful God (Exodus 34:6); and He is a God of love 
(1 John 4:8). Since we know that He is jealous, merciful, 
and loving, let us put our trust in Him. If we were what 
the Bible tells us to be, we could help thousands of suf- 
ferers to look away to Jesus for help and guidance. 

There is an old saying, “God helps those who help 
themselves,” and there are many who believe this to be 
true. Allow me to revise it thus, “God helps those who 
cannot help themselves.” The Bible agrees to this, and no- 
where in its pages can be found anything to make us 
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doubt the truth of the statement. In most all healings 
that were performed by Christ, the faith of the individ- 
ual is spoken of exclusively, and according to their faith 
was the healing performed. 

There are thousands of sick people in the world today, 
and many of God’s children know nothing, or very little, 
about the ministry of healing. Shall we let them die, when 
Jesus came to redeem man’s body as well as his soul and 
spirit? Could you think of the Creator bringing us into 
the world and not providing some remedy to keep us? 


JEsus ADMONISHES us to “have faith in 
God,” Mark 11:22, and asks the question, “When the Son 
of man comes, shall he find faith on the earth?” Luke 
18:8. “The word is nigh unto thee, even in thy mouth, 
and in thy heart: that is, the word of faith,” Romans 
10:8. “For the scriptures saith, Whosoever believeth on 
him shall not be ashamed,” Romans 10:11. “Without faith 
it is impossible to please him,” Hebrews 11:6. 

Some will say, “But what am I going to do if I do not 
have the faith?” Brother and sister, you do have faith, 
but you do not use it because you do not trust in the 
Lord. In Romans 12:3 are these words, “According as 
God hath dealt to every man the measure of faith.” If 
you believed in Jesus for salvation, you did so because 
you trusted your soul in His hands: by confessing your 
sins to Him and repenting of same, you believed that He 
would save you, and He did. If you are sick, afflicted, or 
diseased, you know it because you are suffering. Why 
not use the resource of prayer and talk to Jesus? 

Confidence is the first act of faith. We have confi- 
dence in Him because He is our Creator and knows all 
about us. Then, if we have confidence in Him, we will 
trust our bodies in His hands; and, if we trust Him, we 
will be using our measure of faith. As a point of contact 
read Psalm 37:3-5 with one hand on your body where 
you are suffering, and turn your faith loose, arise, and 
be made whole. 


PAUL SAID, “I live by faith of the Son of 
God,” Galatians 2:20. To the Church at Corinth he stat- 
ed, “We walk by faith and not by sight,” 1 Corinthians 
5:7. “He therefore that ministereth to you the Spirit, and 
worketh miracles among you, doeth he it by the works 
of the law or by the hearing of faith? Even as Abraham 
believed God, and it was accounted to him for righteous- 
ness,” Galatians 3:5, 6. “As we have therefore opportun- 
ity, let us do good unto all men, especially unto them who 
are of the household of faith,” Galatians 6:10. “Stand 
fast therefore, having your loins girt about with truth, 
and having on the breastplate of righteousness: and 
your feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of

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God Measuring the Church

Text: “And there was given me a reed like unto a rod; 
and the angel stood, saying, Rise, and measure the temple 
of God, and the altar, and them that worship therein,” 
Revelation 11:1. 


HE HEROIC COMPANY of believers who first read 
} this book of Revelation understood its cryptic al- 
lusions possibly better than some of us today. 
Through a period of dark and turbulent years, the first- 
century Church conducted its meetings in secret, and, by 
the aid of symbols, signs, and passwords, continued its 
mission in the face of bitter and deadly persecutions: 
the visions, figures, and cryptograms of Revelation, which 
have been the warning and comfort to our brethren of 
the apostolic age. While we may wish to place the text 
over into the tribulation period, I think we can borrow 
it and make it talk to us in this church age. It is freighted 
with much that is profitable for the Church of God in 
1953 A.D. ’ 

First, He measures the area of the temple—not merely 
the physical area, for that was the least important. Some 
of the most spiritual congregations have worshiped in 
small and unimpressive edifices. Now, that our own 
church is being measured, may we pose the following 
questions: 

How much of the whole life of the worshiper is to be 
found in the house of God? 

Do we come to church, and, instead of looking toward 
the chorister and join in the singing, gaze out the win- 
dow, or look to see how many new dresses and hats are 
in the building? Toward the end of the worship service 
we may warm up, but the service is ending, and we may 
have cheated our souls out of the very thing it needed. 

Do we come to church on time? We notice that there 
are some members who habitually come late to worship 
services. This habit is very rude—rude to God, because 
the services begin with the first hymn, and we should all 
be in church on time to give as much praise and thanks 
to Him as possible; rude to other worshipers, because it 
disturbs them to be bothered in their praise of Him to 
have tardy members passing down the aisles and seeking 
seats in the pews. Each member should be in his place, 
on time, ready to join with the congregation the moment 


the service opens. 


WHAT OF THE VISION-RANGE of the min- 
ister? Is he big enough to minister unselfishly to the 
needs of the people with a long-range plan that would 
be consistent with steady continual growth? Is he big 
enough to work hard and careful in laying a good foun- 
dation, knowing that someone else will get the credit for 
the work? I talked to a minister several years ago who 
was very much distressed because he had three churches 
ready to organize at the time he was leaving the State, 
and he knew the incoming man would get the credit for 
it. Another minister was offended because he was not 
given the credit he thought was due him in a certain 
project. This attitude is narrow and mean and has no 
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place in the Church of today. 

In order to have a good report, we may be tempted to 
compromise to get members, or turn our backs on things 
with which we do not wish to tangle for fear of cutting 
down our gains. But all the while God is wanting us to 
meet sin head-on, deal with it as sin, and put it where 
sin belongs—on the outside. When written reports with 
nothing but cold figures are used to determine a man’s 
value, without a proper place for merit, it is fostering 
and allowing to grow, this egotistical spirit. We cannot 
look to a few figures and determine the size of a minister. 

Does the church minister to every need of the com- 
munity? Too many churches are content to feed the 
emotions in good meetings, send a few dollars to foreign 
missions, and remain strangers to the over-all need of the 
community. The various clubs and some formal churches 
in our own towns and cities are doing the work that the 
Church of God should be doing, such as providing for the 
recreational and benevolent needs of our people. There is 
a great gulf between our own churches and the foreign 
fields that we need to fill. Our youth need to be trained 
at our own schools, to come back home and work in in- 
terest of their own communities, with a people they un- 
derstand, instead of going into some others whose people 
have folkways and mores (mor’ez) different to theirs. 

Does the church feed the emotions and starve the in- 
tellect? There is a grave danger here, because it is much 
easier to feed the emotions only, make a big show, have 
a “good” figure report and go sailing along, than it is to 
feed both the emotions and the intellect. Bodily exercise 
profiteth little, and may be indulged in without too much 
effort, but it requires effort to think, to search for truth. 
If the shout is still there after the whole Bible has been 
rightly divided, then go ahead. I could walk into some 
places, where they shout and turn the chairs over, with 
the Bible message and kill every sound. “Rejoice not in 
iniquity, but rejoice in the truth.” 


DOES THE CHURCH PROVIDE for the adult 
life of the congregation and ignore the children? I know 
the Church of God came into being on the adult level, 
but the Master who started the Church made ample pro- 
vision for, and gave a prominent place to, the children. 
Someone has said, “When a child reaches the age of 
three and a half years, we have done half of all that we 
will ever be able to do with it.” Couple with that the in- 
formation that we are losing 65 per cent of our own Sun- 
day School children, and we have something that should 
make the front-page news. If our system is worn out, 
let’s discard it. If it still has some good parts, let’s over- 
haul it and make it meet the needs of our youth. Maybe 
a good youth camp would do more long-range good than 
a great revival among the adults. 

Next, he measures the area of the altar. The altar is the 
soul of the church. Modern churches, that have removed 
the altar from their churches, have made a grave mis-

Christian Experience 
Fresh ?

Scripture Lesson: Job 29:20-25. 


Texts: Psalm 92:10b, “I shall be anointed with fresh 
oil.” Job 29:20a, “My glory was fresh in me.” 


HEN you shop for eggs, you seek the fresh 

W ones. When you shop for meats, fruits, and 

vegetables, you shun the stale, wilted, and left- 
over. Even so, I believe the outside world, when it ap- 
proaches the church, does so with the desire of finding 
something alive, life-giving, and invigorating. 

I once knew a good Christian lady who gave this testi- 
mony: “I thank God for good old-fashioned, up-to-date 
religion.” I sincerely believe that religion should and can 
be both old-fashioned and up-to-date. 

According to our scripture lesson, people wanted Job 
around and liked to listen to him because “his glory was 
fresh in him.” He possessed a spiritual experience that 
gave of its freshness to others. 

There is definitely less demand and many times no de- 
mand for the old, the stale, and the leftover. For instance, 
the newsboy cannot sell papers even one day old. A res- 
taurant would soon go bankrupt that listed only leftovers 
on its menu. In order to sell stale bread and cakes, the 
price must be gradually reduced. The trouble is that they 
have been away from the fire too long. I greatly fear that 
many Pentecostal people have been away from the fire 
of an upper-room experience so long that their testi- 
monies, yea, even their very lives, speak of staleness. 

One sure way to detect staleness in spiritual experience 
is to listen to its testimony. When people continually be- 
moan and berate the present, only to exalt the “good old 
days” of the past, you can be fairly certain that the 
freshness of their Christian experience is gone. Many live 
in the graveyard of the past who should be traveling the 
glorious road of future resurrection. Some are so affected 
with “used-to-itis” that they have to feast continually on 
the stale “has-beens” of the past because they do not 
possess the “freshness” of the present. 

I do not want to be misunderstood; I would be first to 
admit that the “good old days” were grand, because I was 
around then. But my children and your children were not. 
They need that same “freshness” that won you and me 
to God and His Church. Could it be that the reason so 
many of our own.children have turned away is that we

have nothing to offer them but the leftovers of the past 
quarter-century? I am very much like the old cowboy 
who told the sister whose cup had not run over for ten 
years that he would guess it had wiggletails in it. 

David said, “I shall be anointed with fresh oil.” Oil in 
Scripture usually symbolizes the Holy Ghost. In other 
words, “Does your Pentecostal experience possess its origi- 
nal freshness?” One way to find out is to take an inven- 
tory of the fruit of the Spirit in your life. “But the fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
faith, meekness, temperance: against such there is no 
law,” Galatians 5:2, 3. 

Is my love fresh? Do I love lost humanity as I once did? 

Is my joy fresh? Do I possess the joy of a new-found 
experience with God? 

Is my peace fresh? Do I still possess that peace that 
passeth understanding? 

Is my longsuffering fresh? Am I as patient with the 
faults of others as I once was? 

Is my gentleness fresh? Do I possess my Christian 
gentleness? 

Is my goodness fresh? Is my life as filled with good 
works as it once was? or have I become self-centered and 
self-satisfied? 

Is my faith fresh? or do I weakly acknowledge that I 
cannot trust God as I once did? 

Is my meekness fresh? Can I take things as I once did? 
or am I more easily hurt and offended? 

Is my temperance fresh? or do I indulge in questionable 
practices that I once shunned? If you can answer a 
strong “yes” to each of these questions, then you can 
truly say with David, “I am anointed with fresh oil.” 

One way to keep your Christian experience fresh is to 
keep in close contact with Christ. It was when Moses 
had stayed forty days on the mount with God that his 
face shone to the extent he had to wear a veil when ad- 
dressing the Israelites. It was not hard to discover that 
the early disciples had “been with Jesus.” Neither will it 
be hard for the world to discover that Christian “new 
look” and sense the atmosphere of the freshness of our 
Christian experience when we have been long at the feet 
of Jesus. 

I cannot think of a greater boon to our church serv- 
ices than a fresh spiritual experience of our worshipers. 
A fresh spiritual experience will freshen-up the singing, 
freshen-up the praying, freshen-up the preaching, 
freshen-up our altar services. Yea, even our hearts, our 
homes, and our very lives will be enriched with a revival 
of our spirits. 

In order to discover this freshness, I would suggest that 
we seek a fresh vision of Calvary, a fresh vision of Pente- 
cost, a fresh vision of the empty tomb, a fresh vision of 
the coming Christ, a fresh vision of our obligation to our 
church vows, a fresh vision of our obligation to one an- 
other, a fresh vision of lost humanity. “Where there is no 
vision, the people perish,” Proverbs 29:18. 

May God grant such a spiritual outpouring of His pres- 
ence in our ranks that the world will beat a path to our 
church doors because they find there the freshness of 
Christian experience for which their hearts are yearning. 

It is up to us. Shall we accept the challenge? Souls are 
at stake. Time is running out and soon will be swallowed 
by eternity. We have the answer. We cannot, we will not 
fail them!

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A Barbados Church on Fire ¢

Reverend Henry C. Stoppe, overseer of our mission work 
in the West Indies and Bermuda, recently made a trip 
to Barbados and found Brother Wolff in a great building 
program. The work is making such progress under Broth- 
er Wolff that the entire community is stirred by the 
faith project that he has undertaken. 

This article, which appeared in the form of a letter to 
the editor, bears testimony to the tremendous influence 
the Church of God now holds on the Island of Barbados.

* ISTENING in to the “Words of Life” program 
which comes over Rediffusion on Monday at 9 p.m. 
made me curiously interested in finding out where 
this new church in River Road was built. I had been along 
that road often but never could remember seeing a 
church. I thought there were more than enough churches 
in this little island, of which some critic had said it had 
too much religion and little enough of real Christianity. 
I had intended to go around and spy out, intending until 
“fate” took a hand. I prefer to see this as “direction” 
rather than “chance.” 

Coming down Spooner’s Hill the other Sunday, along 
with my wife, we stopped our car to offer a lift to a 
pleasant Bajan lady waiting for a bus. We intended drop- 
ping her in town, but learned that, of all places, she was 
going to the church in River Road. We dropped her 
there, but she insisted that we go up the gap and have a 
look at the church and perhaps meet the redoubtable 
Pastor Wolff and his “radio-active” partner, Sister or 
Mrs. Wolff, who can really make our radios vehicles of 
spiritual fire expression. 

We were surprised to discover that here was an old 
church building being renewed, strengthened, and dou- 
bled in size. That really interested us and seemed a mat- 
ter concerning all Barbadians and Christians everywhere, 
because it was being made possible by a combination of 
a Christian American citizen, backed by his evangelist 
wife, and a limited number of very devout and enthusi- 
astic Bajan men and women. There was something pres- 
ent in this church that demanded that its accommoda- 
tion be doubled in size. That is cosmic news! 

Heretofore, at a squeeze, it could hold a little over 500 
members and visitors. Now it was destined to accommo- 
date 1,000 people, more or less. When looking back upon a 
long experience with church of many denominations, I 
remember the many empty pews, and often the almost 
empty churches at Sunday services. I contrast that con- 
dition of atrophy and contraction with this inspiring in- 
stance of a church unable to hold its growing member- 
ship. Do you wonder why this latter condition prevails 
at River Road? If so, then look in sometime and meet 
people to whom the religion of Jesus Christ is so real 
and tangible that people are healed of divers weaknesses 
and diseases which have defied the ministrations of med- 
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ical men. That is only one of the reasons why this church 
is alive and virile, but it is an important one. 

Pastor Wolff and the men and women around him 
(and the women, bless them, always seem to outnumber 
men by from six to one down to two to one in church 
membership) are “alive” in a very special sense. However, 
men and women were “alive” in the same way about 
2,000 years ago. Strange this “aliveness” never loses any 
of its “fire,” its power, its vitality; nor will it ever do so 
during eternity. Strange, too, that it is “free for all,” but 
so comparatively few are prepared to prepare themselves 
for the gift. 

Here the leader, the minister, is very much the serv- 
ant of all, so much so that he is combining the very 
arduous duties as minister to substantial flock, whilst 
at the same time he is architect, surveyor, money-getter, 
buyer and seller of building materials, and general over- 
seer and “gaffer” on a big building concept. Incidentally, 
he has to be prepared at all time to go to any house of 
trouble, disease, or despair in order to heal in the name 
of Christ. ; 

I was fortunate enough to be present one night around 
8 p.m. when one such call was made upon him. He just 
left everything and went, and I with him. A small colored 
boy, and then his sister, arrived out of the blue, both 
breathless and scared, both bleeding from cuts and 
bruises on their legs. They had been so frightened by the 
demon spirit which had possessed another sister in the 
small house that, at their mother’s behest, they had fled 
to Pastor Wolff, about two miles away, and had fallen 
oft in their hurry. This was the first time I had witnessed 
the miracle of an evil spirit being cast out of one pos- 
sessed, and this by the power of a living Christ, through 
a believing and vibrant servant. The girl of twelve is now 
normal. Doctors had tried but failed to help her. 

Here is something for the world to note, and it is hap- 
pening in tiny, obscure Barbados. This part of the 
Church, this River Road part, is bursting its walls and 
casting them out wider, and all because there is some- 
thing in the people and in their leader which does not 
meet the eye, at least not the physical eye. If you are 
sensitive in the right way, you can “feel” it, but it has 
to be what is known as “spiritually discerned.” Those 
who are just too clever and intellectual are as likely to 
fail to “sénse” it as are the dull and crude of mind. 

What a nerve! Here is a handful of Bajans (unfortu- 
nately white faces are conspicuous by their absence—and 
I mean unfortunately for them) who are asked to face 
the many-sided problem of finding $2,500 on a given day 
with a limited period thereafter, in order to meet most of 
the cost of the latter half of the building program. In 
the main they are as poor as the proverbial church 
mouse, but perhaps the mouse of that proverb had never 
been fortified by that spirit which invests River Road 
Church. It just happens that miracles are the order of 
the day at this church, and are becoming normal hap- 
penings. 

We attend Sunday afternoon service at which the col- 
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lection is to be made which must strive to attain to that 
forbidding figure of $2,500. So far as this poor congre- 
gation was concerned, this was “hitching their wagon to 
a star” with a vengeance. We had to sit in a roofless 
church amongst building material and between incom- 
pleted walls. It was in a sense true to say that the religion 
there was so true, so original, and, in its life in this peo- 
ple, so potent and “explosive” that it had literally blown 
the roof off this church—at least temporarily. 

Those present were the strong-hearted who were pre- 
pared to bear the heat and burden of this day in more 
ways than one. For instance, the sun threatened to burn 
us up until Pastor Wolff arrived and petitioned a listening 
God to give us a cloudy sunshade. In a very short time 
thereafter the cloud-umbrella was in position and re- 
mained so throughout the service. Mere chance, say you? 
“All chance—direction which thou canst not see!” 

Faith here is so potent that it almost makes substantial 
the things hoped for, while you wait. After singing, ex- 
hortation, declarations of faith and supplications, the 
collection is taken. Soon the table in front of the rostrum 
is piled with envelopes containing offerings which mostly 
mean sacrifices, and also with many tins containing col- 
lections. This is not enough for this small but potent 
phalanx of Barbadianism when in the grip of the right 
Spirit. They deemed a rally, well knowing that their par- 
ticular brand of rally on this occasion is going to cost 
them much more money. We thought we were already in 
a rally, but this was something just different. They had 
given of their substance, but they still wanted to give 
more. They had given to the Giver of All until it had 
hurt them, but it had not yet hurt them enough. This 
surely was religion with a capital “R” and with the lid 
off. There was joy here in every face—real unadulterated 
happiness. They happened to know the one sure recipe. 

They find another money receptacle to place in front 
of the rostrum, and now they commence a procession 
round and round the church. This is led by a good sister 
of generous proportions, and they march to a song about 
“Fire, Fire.” This leader has reason to be “on fire” in 
spirit, as she obviously is, because not long ago she was 
here healed of an incurable paralysis of the legs. The 
vigor with which she leads the procession and lustily 
sings her song of praise and faith, confirms and attests 
to the thoroughness of her miraculous healing. As these 
good people circle the church, each one lays a coin or 
note on the table as he or she passes, children also en- 
joying the feast of giving. Every time you pass that table 
you give something until the pile almost gets out of hand. 
It is truly said that “God loveth a cheerful giver.” As 
these were doubly cheerful givers, God must have loved 
them doubly. 

What was the result of all this prayer, faith, and love 
amongst these active, live Christians? A collection of just 
around $1,900. Of course, we knew that this included 
money received a few days previously, a substantial sub- 
scription from the pastor himself, and two from the par- 
ents of both pastor and wife in America. But we also 
knew that, without the work, the devotion and the sac- 
rifice of these colored members of this church, that $1,900 
would have shrunk to one half at least. This church will 
belong to them in a way few church congregations any- 
where could claim ownership of and identification with 
their churches, or rather church buildings. 


When this project is completed, I understand it will 
only have cost around $5,000. I know little about building 
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costs and do not believe that any contractor would have 
undertaken this work for less than $10,000. Indeed, it 
would more likely be between that sum and $15,000. Pas- 
tor Wolff’s free service would probably be cheap at a val- 
uation of $1,000. He has thought of a dozen ways of sav- 
ing on costs. They have made all of their own cement 
blocks by the hundreds, with immense saving. He buys 
material at special rates and prices from well-wishing 
business houses. Artisans who are also members of the 
church work for a nominal one dollar a day and nat- 
urally do better and more consistent work than the ordi- 
nary workmen. 

In this and other ways the seemingly impossible is be- 
coming a reality before our eyes. A church is being built 
on a pay-as-we-go basis and mainly by a few colored 
people who are decidedly richer in spiritual possession 
than in material, and backed by the faith and drive of a 
leader who knows what he wants and has the necessary 
faith to see the materialization of what he wants. 

When finished, this church will be unlike so many edi- 
fices of like nature in that it will be free from debt. When 
completed, it will truly be a house of God and spiritual 
home for present and future generations of members in 
Christian fellowship. In addition, it will be a monument 
to the loyalty, faith, sacrifice, prayers, and works of a 
number of just ordinary workaday Bajan men and wom- 
en, inspired and led by a man of God, backed by his 
Christ-serving wife, who has herself had a miraculous 
healing since arriving in Barbados last June. Since the 
age of two years she has had to wear glasses, but perfect 
sight was restored to her through the prayer and dealing 
agency of her husband recently. 

This church will be a practical and very solid demon- 
stration of that which can be accomplished if the will, 
the desire, and the clear vision are there, and if all these 
are centered in an abounding and abiding faith, in the 
power of our Lord Jesus Christ to answer prayer and to 
reward faith, when these eternal principles are invoked 
by those who KEEP HIS COMMANDMENTS. 





REFLECTOR TAPE CHRISTIANS 


Recently, my brother gave me a piece of reflector tape. 
I carefully formed the words JESUS SAVES on the back 
bumper of my car. 

Now, when an automobile comes up behind mine at 
night, JESUS SAVES quickly shines in the driver’s face. 
On coming closer to my car or on making close inspec- 
tion, he soon finds that the “neon sign” is no more than 
a piece of tape covered by luminous paint, and the lighted 
neon effect can be obtained only by the shining of light 
on the tape.

They can only give off light when they are 
in the midst of genuine Christians whose lights shine 
upon their covered-over lives.

ANY OPINIONS have been expressed concerning 

Christ, His nature, His birth, His return, and His 

life in general. Both friend and foe have made 
statements concerning all of these, but the fascination of 
His nature exceeds them all. Some may have not con- 
Sidered the importance of the nature of Christ relative 
to our redemption. 

The Scriptures teach us that Christ had both human 
and divine nature. He was both God and Man. “Jesus” 
signifies the Saviour, and “Christ” signifies the Anointed 
or the Messiah. He was divine in that He was called the 
Son of God; human, in that He was called the Son of 
David; divine, in that His was a virgin birth; human, in 
that He was only a carpenter’s son. 

Jesus, when coming through the coasts of Caesarea 
Philippi, asked a question, “Whom do men say that I the 
Son of man am?” He did not ask a question because of 
lack of knowledge, but notice the expression “Son of 
man.” He did not say, “Son of God,” but He was intro- 
ducing His divinity by allowing the scholar to reveal the 
answer. Simon Peter answered and said, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” A perfect answer! 
What more proof is needed to convince one of the divine 
nature of Jesus Christ? 

Why is it so important to establish proof relative to 
His divinity? Among several reasons, our redemption de- 
pends on it; our sanctification depends on it; our spiritual 
kinship depends on it; our divine healing depends on it; 
our overcoming power depends on it; our ability to live 
above and free from sin depends on it; our rewards yet 
to be received depend on it; in fact, our very existence 
depends on it, and we could cite reason upon reason. Do 
not marvel that Peter states in the text ‘exceeding great 
and precious promises.” 

The gospel is both simple and complicated. In order for 
one to understand the Word, he must be spiritual. Car- 
nality cannot understand spirituality. Peter states that 
exceeding great and precious promises are given unto us 
that we might be partakers of the divine nature. 

To partake means (according to Webster’s Dictionary) 
“to have something of property, nature, claim, right, or

office of.” Also, if we partake, then can we escape the 
corruption that is in the world through lust? Can you 
imagine Christ and the nature He possessed? It is true, 
we can partake of that very nature. He was the Son of 
God, spiritually. So are we, but we are not the begotten 
sons of God. 1 John 3:1, 2, “Behold what manner of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon us, that we should be 
called the sons of God: Beloved, now are we the sons of 
God,” etc. Romans 8:14, “For as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of God.” 

Far be it from me to ever say that Christ sinned, lusted 
after the world, took His Father’s name in vain, stayed 
at the winebibber’s too long, spent money for that which 
was not bread, or married a dozen wives. Yet, we have 
people today who are members of various churches who 
will almost fit the above description and yet claim a par- 
taking of His nature. If we are partakers of the nature 
of Christ, then our lives and deeds will conform to the 
standards of holiness. 

Does a man who smokes cigarettes, drinks alcoholic 
beverages until his senses are dulled and numbed, curses, 
Swears, carouses around at night, is unfaithful to his 
companion, etc., have the nature of our Christ? Ridicu- 
lous! Does a high-standing church member, even though 
a staunch supporter of the church financially, self- 
justified in transgressions, smug and conceited in high 
society, and seemingly ever so righteous in the public 
eye, yet void of the new birth, have the nature of Christ? 
Nay, it cannot be so. To partake of His nature, to be like 
Him in character, we must be humbly submissive to His 
Word. 2 Corinthians 6:17, “Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; and I will receive you.” 
2 Corinthians 7:1, “Having therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, LET US CLEANSE OURSELVES FROM 
ALL FILTHINESS OF THE FLESH AND SPIRIT, PER- 
FECTING HOLINESS IN THE FEAR OF GOD.” 1 John 
2:15-17, “Love not the world, neither the things that are 
in the world. If any man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him. For all that is in the world, the lust 
of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and..the. pride. of 
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life, is not of the Father, but is of the world. And the 
world passeth away, and the lust thereof: but he that 
doeth the will of God abideth forever.” Romans 12:1, 2, 
“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God, which is your reasonable service. 
And be not conformed to this world: but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of your mind,” etc. 

Jesus stated at one time “that all power is given me in 
heaven and in earth.” We also know that Christ was di- 
vine because He was in the beginning. Notice the Word, 
Genesis 1:1, “In the BEGINNING GOD created the heav- 
ens and the earth.” John 1:1, 2, “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. THE SAME WAS IN THE BEGINNING WITH 
GOD.” Verse 14 states, “And the Word was made flesh, 
and dwelt among us,” etc. Also, the Scripture tells us, in 
Genesis 1:26, “And God said, Let US make man in OUR 
image,” etc. It is no secret that Christ was before the 
world. 


LISTEN to the words of the centurion in 
Matthew 27:54 as he confesses the divinity of Christ: 
“Truly this was the Son of God.” Judas confessed that 
he shed innocent blood, signifying Christ’s divinity. Even 
Christ’s earthly judge, Pilate, could find no fault in Him. 
And devils shake and tremble in His presence. Indeed, He 
is DIVINE. It was His divine blood that purchased the 
Church, wrought healing, and brought about the new 
birth. 

I fail to find words to describe the beauty of the char- 
acter and nature of Christ. Although I know from my 
own personal experience the divine powers of Christ, I 
also know Him as a man, enduring human suffering for 
the lost soul of man. 

If Christ was altogether divine and never experienced 
humanity, how can He know our trials and burdens? Yes, 
He was also human. No trial is too fiery and no burden 
too heavy but that Christ had an experience its equal. 
Count it an honor to suffer for Christ. Someone else could 
not carry your burden or fight your battle, but God knows 
that you have what it takes to overcome. 

I know He was human because He became thirsty on 
the cross, because He became weary and withdrew from 
the multitudes, because He became homesick and stated 
that “the fowls of the air have their nest, and the foxes 
have their holes, but the Son of man hath not where to 
lay his head.” That is the reaction of a human. Every 
Stripe that was laid upon His back was felt just as cer- 
tain as you would feel it. He was beaten by strong Roman 
soldiers with a Roman scourge until each soldier would 
become exhausted and a fresh one would take his place. 
A Roman scourge was a whip with nine buckskin cords 
extending from a handle eighteen inches long. Inter- 
woven between each cord were triangular pieces of sil- 
ver, which bit into the back of our Lord. He felt each 
stroke, and the blood coursed freely. He was human be- 
cause He hungered, became weak, and was subjected to 
temptation by Satan; yet He set an example. He wept, 
as human beings will when burdened. In the Garden 
“his sweat was as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground.” Hebrews 2:16, “For verily he took 
not on him the nature of angels; but he took on him the 
seed of Abraham.” He knows what it is to suffer a thorny 
mock crown pressed on His brow, a bleeding back, a 
beaten-up body and face, nail-driven hands and feet, a 
body wracked with pain: He knows what it is to have a 
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broken heart, for He came to His own and His own knew 
Him not. 

But out of it all He arose victorious over sin, hell, 
death, and the grave. He holds within His hands the keys 
to death and hell. He is the victor, alive and living within 
hearts today. 

Do not be confused if it seems astonishing to you that 
Christ could be both divine and human. He is everything 
and all to those who will allow Him to be. 1 Timothy 
3:16, “And without controversy great is the mystery of 
godliness: God was manifest in the flesh, justified in the 
Spirit, seen of angels, preached unto the Gentiles, believed 
on in the world, received up into glory.”

be an unbeliever in hell—they all believe, but too late. 
There is no escape in hell. They would give their right 
arm or anything they ever had to regain the opportunity 
you have to be saved. No price would be too great. Mat- 
thew 16:26, “For what is a man profited if he shall gain 
the whole world and lose his own soul.” Hebrews 2:3, 
“How shall we escape if we neglect so great salvation.” 
God is a God of love; He is not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should have everlasting life. However, 
He is also a God of justice. All sin and disobedience 
must, therefore, be punished with an eternal punishment. 
He will not at all acquit the wicked. 

Revelation 21:8, “But the fearful, and unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murderers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars shall have their part 
in the lake which burneth with fire and brimstone, which 
is the second death.” If you are in sin, your eternal 
destiny is at stake, and if you do not turn from sin, mil- 
lions and millions of years you will spend in the lake of 
fire and brimstone, for there is no end to eternity. The 
Lord will not at all acquit the wicked. John the Baptist 
said in Matthew 3:2, “Repent ye, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” Again, Jesus said in Matthew 4:17, 
“Repent for the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” Luke 
13:3, “Except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish:” 
Luke 24:47, “And that repentance, and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name among all nations.” John 
3:5, “Ye must be born again.” If you would be saved, 
repent, and seek God; believe with all your heart; turn 
from sin and live holy; obey the Bible, for the Lord will 
not at all acquit the wicked.

take. The idea of sacrifice is as old as religion itself. 
When the artist paints primitive man at worship, he 
shows him kneeling before an altar on which a smoking 
sacrifice is laid. The altar has given Christianity its su- 
preme place among the world’s religions. A church is 
great in proportion to the measure of its altar life. A 
Christian is a power with God and man only as the altar 
bulks largely in his thought and deed. “Rise and measure 
the altar” is a solemn injunction to modern Christians. 
What is the altar life of the average congregation? What 
is the local church doing for the community? What serv- 
ice, what sacrifice, what ministry to the unfortunate, 
the despondent, the outcast, the poor? Is it strong or 
faint? Is prejudice still swaying the believers? Are avarice 

and greed corroding the hearts of Christians? 

Now he measures the worshipers of the temple. The 
measuring passes from the temple and the altar to the 
individual. Let us look at our ownselves for a minute. It 
is a pleasure to read or listen to a sermon when we think 
the other fellow is being told, but let us look in the mirror 
for a while. True, the individual has been included in 
both the measurement of the temple and the altar, but a 
more personal and individual appraisal must now be sub- 
mitted to. God is taking our measure in soul wealth. 
What have we for endurance? How much patience do we 
possess? Is the forgiving spirit large within us? Can we 
bear this measuring rod of Almighty God without a sense 
of littleness? Are we growing in the great graces of the 
Spirit? The questions are personal, searching, persistent, 
inescapable. 


By WHAT STANDARD does God measure 
the churches? A popular custom is to measure ourselves 
by others, and observe with pride where in our progress 
is larger and our growth more considerable than that of 
our neighbors, friends, fellow church members. That 
standard of measurement is an abomination. 

There are those, also, who scorn to measure themselves 
by others and are quite ready to measure themselves by 
themselves. These precious people look back over the 
years and see wherein they can trace a growth in spirit- 
ual things, thus contrasting present attainments with the 
past, and believe themselves to find ground for self- 
congratulation. The difficulty here is that such measur- 
ing keeps one self-centered. 

God’s manner of measuring us is found in Jesus Christ, 
His Son. Peter refers to Jesus as our Example, and bids 
us follow in His steps. His measurements fill the re- 
quirements of the text. How wonderful His Spirit fills 
the temple, ministering to the whole life! He has abun- 
dant provisions for the old, the middle-aged, the young, 
and the little children! No one is overlooked. 

With what vastness of mind and affection does Jesus 
meet the yearnings of the soul that seeks Him! In the 
deepest sense, the spirit and principles of Jesus are 
measureless. It is not possible to weigh or measure infi- 
nite love. No canvas is large enough for Jesus Christ. 
Men have tried for centuries to characterize Christ, in 
sermon, lecture, essay, and biography. But the artist, 
orator, preacher, essayist, philosopher, whether on can- 
vas, in marble, or printed page, must admit that he has 
been only partially successful in portraying the real 
Christ. Thank God for so lofty an ideal, so perfect a 
standard, so sinless a life as He hath given unto the 
world in His beloved Son, Jesus!

1 Timothy 4:10. “Trust in the Lord with all thine heart; 
and lean not to thine own understanding,” Proverbs 3:5. 
“Blessed is the man that trusteth in the Lord, whose hope 
the Lord is,” Jeremiah 17:7. 

Let us not shirk the whole work of God, because there 
is a day coming when we all must give an account for 
everything we do or say. Paul stated, “Remembering 
without ceasing your work of faith,” 1 Thessalonians 1:3, 
and admonished that “we pray always for you, that our 
God should count you worthy of this calling, and fulfil 
all the good pleasure of his goodness, and the work of 
faith with power,” 2 Thessalonians 1:11. “And that we 
may be delivered from unreasonable and wicked men: 
for all men have not faith,” 2 Thessalonians 3:2. “Holding 
the mystery of faith in a pure conscience,” 1 Timothy 3:9. 

“Now as Jannes and Jambres withstood Moses, so do 
these also resist the truth: men of corrupt minds, repro- 
bate concerning the faith,” 2 Timothy 3:8. “For unto us 
was the gospel preached, as well as unto them; but the 
gospel did not profit them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard it,” Hebrews 4:2. “This is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our faith,” 1 John 5:4. 


DIVINE HEALING is the act of God’s grace 
by the direct power of the Holy Ghost and the applica- 
tion of the blood of Jesus Christ to the human body, by 
which we are set free from sickness and disease and re- 
stored to soundness and health. 

There are many promises in the Bible that healing is 
an obtainable blessing to the people of God. We find it 
given to the children of Israel in a special covenant prom- 
ise: “If thou wilt diligently hearken to the voice of the 
Lord thy God, and wilt do that which is right in his 
sight, and wilt give ear to his commandments, and keep 
all his statutes, I will put none of these diseases upon 
thee, which I have brought upon the Egyptians: for I am 
the Lord that healeth thee,” Exodus 15:26. “And ye shall 
serve the Lord your God, and he shall bless thy bread, 
and thy water; and I will take sickness away from the 
midst of thee,” Exodus 23:25. 2 

Jesus did not heal for the sole purpose of establishing 
His divinity, but He healed according to the law of re- 
demption and because of His great compassion to suf- 
fering humanity. Matthew 14:14. 

Healing did not cease when Jesus finished His earthly 
ministry and after the death of the apostles. He gave His 
disciples the great commission to go into all the world 
and preach the GOSPEL to every creature. Mark 16:16. 
Note, if you will, they were to preach the gospel (which 
is glad tidings of great joy). Paul said that the gospel of 
Christ was the power of God unto salvation to EVERY- 
ONE that believeth. Romans 1:16. Salvation from what? 
First, we have salvation from sin. 1 Timothy 1:15. Second, 
we have salvation from sickness, affliction, and disease. 
1 Peter 2:4. Saved from sin, and saved from sickness. 

Healing was perpetuated in the primitive Church. His- 
tory shows that for several centuries there was no other 
means of healing practiced among the church people. 
After that, the superstitions and unbelief of the apostasy 
crowded out the ministry of healing from the midst of 
the Church, as it did all other gospel truths. But, thank 
God, the darkness is past and the Son of righteousness, 
with healing in His wings, is shining health throughout 
the breadth and length of the world. Thanks be to His 
matchless name forever and ever!

DECLARE VACCINE DISCOVERED 
FOR LEPROSY 

ROME (EP)—A vaccine which may 
prove successful in immunization 
against leprosy was reported to have 
been discovered here by a French 
Roman Catholic nun. She is Sister 
Marie Suzanne of the Marist Mission- 
aries. The reports said that she had 
isolated a bacillus which in experi- 
ments on rats produced the same re- 
actions as those found in individuals 
with leprosy. The nun has named the 
bacillus “chauvire.” Until this experi- 
ment, it has been impossible to isolate 
the leprosy bacillus. 

An official of the Roman Higher 
Health Institute, in which Sister Marie 
carried on her experiments, said that 
the vaccine she discovered produced 
“a positive reaction”—the same re- 
action found in persons “who have 
won over leprosy.” In other words, the 
vaccine produced in rats a mild case 
of leprosy immunizing them against 
the disease in core | the same way 
as people who had leprosy in some 
form were immunized. 

The official cautioned, however, 
that only continued experiments could 
verify whether the vaccine would be 
effective in defeating the disease. “In 
any case,” he said, “we have before us 
facts which make us think and hope.” 
He said that further research with 
Sister Marie’s vaccine is being con- 
ducted in the Cameroons, the Sudan, 
and New Caledonia, areas where 
there are many leprosy sufferers. 

Sister Marie, whose real name is 
Alice Novial, was born in Paris and at

BRITAIN PLANS BIBLE CAMPAIGN 


YORK, England (EP) Introducing 
the forthcoming Bible campaign 
which will be observed in Britain, Dr. 
C. F. Garbett, the Archbishop of York, 
in his address to the Convocation of 
York on October 14, stated: “In the 
next twelve months a nation-wide at- 
tempt will be made to encourage the 
regular reading and study of the Bi- 
ble. The special occasion for this is the 
hundred and fiftieth birthday of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. . . 
We shall also join with other church- 
es and denominations in thanking 
God for the work which has been 
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done by the Society, and in peneene 
that His blessing may rest on it in the 
years to come. 

“Since the Reformation, the Church 
of England has used the Bible as the 
test of all teaching claimed to be nec- 
essary for eternal salvation, for in- 
struction in the Christian faith, and 
as its chief source of public and pri- 
vate devotion. . . For four centuries 
the Bible in the English tongue has 
been read mornings and evenings on 
Sundays to congregations who thus 
became familiar with its contents. 
Both learned and unlearned knew and 
reverenced it as the inspired Word of 
God. For long it was the one book cer- 
tain to be found in every house, from 
castle to cottage. Its narratives and 
teaching were familiar to all, and 
many of its verses were known by 
heart. Its language made its way into 
common speech. It is difficult to ex- 
aggerate the influence which this fa- 
miliarity with the Bible had on the 
ideals and character of the English- 
speaking peoples .. . It should, there- 
fore, be a matter of grave concern 
that in the twentieth century the Bi- 
ble is an unknown book to large num- 
bers of our fellow countrymen.. .” 


Protestant church groups in the 
United States and elsewhere have sent 
three times as much relief supplies to 
Europe this year as in the same per- 
iod of 1952. 


LIQUOR CONSUMPTION 
REACHES ALL-TIME HIGH 
WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Ameri- 
can consumption of alcoholic bever- 
ages reached an all-time high in 1952, 
the National Temperance League re- 
ported here. The consumption 
amounted to 18.86 gallons per capita, 
the temperance group said, about one 
pint per person higher than the previ- 
ous record set in 1951. Compiled from 
statistics on tax collections, the con- 
sumption was estimated at 131 pints 
of beer, seven pints of wine, and ap- 
proximately six “fifths” of whiskey, 
per man, woman, and child in the 
United States. Since the temperance 
agency believes that 40 percent of 
Americans never drink, it says the 
consumption rate of those who do is 
proportionately higher. 


The United States per capita income 
for 1952 was $1,639, a 5 per cent gain 
over 1951. It varied from $818 in Mis- 
sissippi to $2,260 in Delaware. The 
Southeastern States averaged $1,121; 
the Southwestern States, $1,416; and 
the Western States, $1,969. 





PRESBYTERIAN DECLARES 
ALL ARE “CATHOLIC” 

(EP) Presbyterian Life renewed an 
old charge against Roman Catholics, 
to wit, attempted grand larceny of 
the word “Catholic.” In an article for 
Presbyterians titled “You Are a Cath- 
olic,” the Rev. Paul Austin Wolfe 
writes: “There has been persistent 
propaganda to apply the word ‘Cath- 
olic’ to the Roman Church alone. On 
our town and city streets you will of- 
ten find a sign saying “The Catholic 
Church—Masses 8:00 a.m. and 10:00 
a.m.’ It is a sign put up by the Roman 
Church. In the armed forces chap- 
lains are classified as Protestants, 
Catholics, and Jews... 

“The word ‘Catholic’ comes from 
two Greek words meaning ‘according 
to the whole’ or ‘universal’. . . The 
Roman Church has been eager to 
have the American public believe that 
it is the ‘one universal and true’ 
Christian church. Thereby other 
churches become mere sects, their 
Christian teaching at least partial 
and probably false, and all of them in 
rebellion against the true church 
founded by. Christ. . .” 

“If the word ‘Catholic’ is to be used, 

it should be preceded by the word Ro- 
man. . . If our denominations were 
named as the Roman Church named, 
we would be known as Presbyterian 
Catholics or The Catholic Church 
(Methodist) or The Lutheran Catho- 
olic Church .. . If we omit the word 
‘Catholic’ when referring to our own 
, churches, however, it seems logical 
that we should also omit it when we 
mention the Church cf Rome.” 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 

Americans are “traveling down a 
path of self-destruction” by ignoring 
the problem of mental illness, warns 
Dr. George S. Stevenson of the Nation- 
al Association for Mental Health. 
There are today 650,000 patients in all 
mental hospitals, and 250,000 are en- 
tering such institutions every year. 

The evangelical population of pre- 
dominantly Roman Catholic Austria is 
slowly but steadily growing, according 
to a report of evangelical churches 
in Austria. The report points out that, 
according to the latest census, there 
are 429,689 Evangelical among 6.9 
million Austrians. In 1910, when Aus- 
tria’s total population was 6.65 million, 
the number of Evangelicals was only 
206,000. 

It is estimated that Americans will 
spend $450 million for toys this Christ- 
mas, 10 per cent above last year. To 
kits will reflect “do-it-yourself” trend, 
with miniature tool sets for all phases 
of home maintenance and ospakr.

It is spreading like wildfire from 
heart to heart. I believe if we will all 
pray and listen for instructions from 
the master Missionary, we will go for- 
ward. When Jesus went through Sa- 
maria, He sat on the well and told the 
woman who came for water, “If .thou 
knewest the gift of God, and who it 
is that saith to thee, Give me to drink;

Brother Owens told how he started 
his work for missions with a little 
band of children in his living room 
and gave them a treat of ice cream 
cones. Then, he asked them if they 
were — to give up their ice cream 
and save their nickles until they got 
$5.00 (it took them a month to save it) 
and send it to Egypt to a dear mis- 
sionary lady to buy literature for them 
over there. God blessed the effort and 
increased it until he has built 100 
churches, and last year raised over 
$10,000 for missions. Brother Owens 
did not tell of the $10,000. Brother 
Spivey told us that. I’ll tell you our 
hearts were stirred, and we did some- 
thing about it. 

On Sunday Brother Stoppe told of 
how they needed literature. Some 
Sunday Schools in the islands have 
only a scripture-text calendar. Some- 
one reads a text from it, and so they 
carry on their service. 

Oh, you are inexcusable, O man or 
woman, who can sit and hear these 
truths and do nothing about it! God 
will hold us accountable. Let us ask 
God to forgive us for Christ’s sake and 
do more this year. When the chief 
priests heard of Peter’s escape from 
en. they doubted where unto this 
hing would grow. And so it is with 
our mission enterprise. 

Well, it has gone all over the world 
almost, and when we all do our part, 
then it will go to all nations, and Je- 
sus will come.

Should any have 
ought against me that I know not of, 
and will write me stating their de- 
mands, I shall be glad to get the mat- 
ter straightened up. 

It is with regret that my conduct 
has made it necessary for this state- 
ment, but I am happy God has given 
me the grace to make it. Really, I 
want to be like the Master and I am 
going to do all within my power to 
walk peaceably with all men and keep 
the spirit of Christ from this hour to 
the grave.
